Drawings 

Figures 9 and 14 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

1. Figures 9 and 14 are objected to because they are not placed in proper 
numerical order with the other figures. 

Corrected drawing sheets In compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required In 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
Is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and Informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held In abeyance. 

Information Disclosure Statement

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 41 - 69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject matter 
which was not described in the specification. The claim language is written using terms 
not found in the specification. While definition equivalencies between potentially 
matching terms may be present, the Office will not speculate as to whether a term in the 
claim should be considered the same as an alternate term found in the specification. 
Though not inclusive of all improper ternris found in the claims, examples of terms that 
may not correspond to the specification include "sensor data module," "reference input 
module," "reference analyte monitor," "data matching module," "matched data pair," 
"calibration module," "conversion function module," "sensor data transfonnation 
module," "calibration evaluation module," "clinical module," and "stability module." 

Clarification and/or correction are required. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Bonnecaze et al. (2003/0100040) teaches a method and device for determining 
blood glucose concentration from measurements of glucose concentration in 
subcutaneous tissue. 
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Schulman et al. (5660163) teaches a glucose monitoring system that 
continuously measures the glucose concentration in a patient's blood and provides an 
indication whether the measured concentration and rate of change are within certain 
preset limits. 

Shults et al. (2006/0195029) teaches a system and method for transcutaneous 
and subcutaneous measurement of glucose in a host.
